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Treasury  considers  luxury  homes  tax 

Tax  okayed  on  cars, 
business  inventories 


Companies  will  have  until  March 
31,  1985  to  make  the  index-linked 
payments.  The  tax  applies  to  Israeli 
residents  holding  machines  or  build¬ 
ings  in  this  country  abroad  and  to 
foreign  residents  possessing  assets  in 
Israel. 

According  to  the  committee's  de¬ 
cision  individuals  or  companies 
paying  the  new  taxes,  before  the 

publication  of  the  law,  mil  get  a  10 
per  cent  deduction. 

Finance  Minister  Yitzhak  Moda’i 
announced  that  the  Treasury  is  ex¬ 
amining  the  possibility  of  a  levy  on 
luxury  homes.  Although  Moda’i  is 
known  to  be  opposed  to  such  a  tax. 
be  is  said  to  have  given  in  to  pressure 
from  Economics  Minister  Gad 
Ya'acobi  who  has  repeatedly  called 
for  such  measures  on  flats  over 
$200,000.  Moda’i  and  Ya’acobi  met 
yesterday  prior  to  tbe  committee 
meeting,  and  according  to  economic 
observers  the  finance  minister  asked 
for  Ya’acobi’s  support  for  tbe  new 
taxes. 

Another  concession  that  Moda'i 
made  was  to  reduce  the  tax  on  inven¬ 
tory  from  2  per  cent  to  I  per  cent.  As 
a  result  of  this  move  the  Treasury 
could  collect  up  to  $256  million  from 
the  new  taxes,  instead  of  $400  mil¬ 
lion  as  previously  planned. 

According  to  Treasury  estimates  it 
will  raise  in  net  terms  only  $200m. 
from  the  $256m.  the  new  taxes  could 
bring>It  added  that  from  this  sum. 
some  $8^million  will  come  from  the 
tax  on  private  cars. 

But  despite  the  reduction  in  the 
tax  on  companies'  inventories  the 
Treasury  proposal  was  approved 
only  after  lengthy  debate  during 
which  even  the  supporters  of  the  bill 
requested  exemptions  for  hotel  own¬

Mubarak  in  brief  visit 
with  Hussein  today

Egyptian  President  Hosni  Mubar¬ 
ak  is  due  in  Amman  today  for  a 
meeting  with  King  Hussein,  less  than 
two  weeks  after  Jordan  restored  di¬ 
plomatic  ties,  severed  when  Egypt 
signed  its  peace  treaty  with  Israel 
more  than  five  years  ago. 

The  vint  was  announced  in  Am¬ 
man  and“  Cairo  yesterday  by  the 
respective  countries'  information 
ministers.  The  announcements  said 
the  visit  would  be  “brief"  and  that 
Mubarak  would  be  meeting  with 
Hussein.  It  gave  no  details. 

Egyptian  presidential  adviser 
Osama  al-Baz  said  last  night  that 
Egypt's  obligations  to  the  Arabs 
take  precedence  over  its  obligations 
to  Israel  under  the  Egypt-Israel 
Peace  Treaty.  Al-Baz,  who  arrived 
in  Amman  to  prepare  Mubarak's 
visit,  was  quoted  on  Jordan  Televi¬ 
sion. 

Al-Baz  said  that  this  is  Egypt's 
attitude  regarding  all  its  internation¬ 
al  obligations,  even  with  the  big 
powers.  Egypt,  he  said  would  not 
permit  the  peace  treaty  to  be  a 
barrier  to  its  obligations  towards  the 
Arabs. 

Hie  adviser  said  that  Israel  was  a 
danger  not  just  to  the  Middle  East, 
but  to  the  whole  world. 

Egypt  has  remained  faithful  to 
Arab  strategy  and  to  Arab  national 
security,  as  it  is  part  of  tbe  Arab 
world,  he  said. 

Mubarak’s  first  official  visit  to  one 


of  the  17  Arab  states  that  severed 
relations  with  Cairo  in  1979  -  apart 
from  a  brief  condolence  visit  to 
Saudi  Arabia  when  King  Khaled 
died  in  1982  -  is  an  event  no  less 
significant  than  Amman's  decision 
last  montb  to  defy  Arab  opinion  and 
restore  formal  ties  with  Egypt. 

It  is,  first  and  foremost,  a  pointed 
act  of  defiance  -  particularly  on  the 
pan  of  Jordan  -  to  those  Arab  states, 
led  by  Syria,  widen  condemned  Hus¬ 
sein’s  move  last  month. 

Syria  warned  that  Hussein  was 
following  the  path  taken  by  the  late 
Egyptian  president  Anwar  Sadat 
and  that  his  fate  would  be  the  same  - 
a  warning  that  Hussein  appears  at 
pains  to  show  he  is  not  taking  too 
seriously,  probably  bolstered  by  the 
fact  that  the  criticism  by  most  Arab 
states  was  extremely  mild. 

The  visit  might  also  be  seen  as  a 
signal  of  sorts  to  Jerusalem,  with 
Mubarak’s  alacrity  in  arranging  a 
summit  with  Hussein  contrasting 
starkly  with  his  refusal  last  month  to 
accept  Prime  Minister  Shimon 
Peres’s  proposal  for  an  Egyptian- 
Israeli  summit. 

Peres  sent  a  letter  to  Mubarak,  it 
was  disclosed  in  Cairo  yesterday. 
Foreign  ministry  sources  said  the 
letter  was  delivered  by  Israeli 
Ambassador  Moshe  Sasson  to  But- 
ros  Ghali,  minister  of  state  for  fore¬ 
ign  affairs.  An  Israeli  Embassy  offi¬ 
cial  confirmed  the  report  but  de¬ 
clined  to  say  anything  about  the 
letter’s  contents.  The  letter  was  the

Peres  tells  Shultz:  Israel 
can’t  scrimp  on  defence 

Due  to  confer  with  Reagan  today

WASHINGTON.  -  On  the  eve 
of  his  summit  today  with  Presi¬ 
dent  Reagan  at  the  White 
House.  Prime  Minister  Shimon 
Peres  told  Secretary  of  State 
George  Shultz  that  additional 
cuts  in  the  Israeli  economy 
beyond  the  already  proposed  SI 
billion  would  undermine  Israel's 
national  defence. 

Peres  is  expected  to  reiterate  that 
point  at  the  session  with  Reagan, 
insisting  that  Israel’s  value  as  u 
strategic  military  asset  to  the  L’.S. 
would  be  weakened  if  additional 
budget  cuts  were  forced. 

At  the  meeting  with  Shultz.  Peres 
said  the  proposed  SI  billion  budget 
cut  represents  the  maximum  reduc¬ 
tion  in  the  non-military  section  of  the 
budget.  The  prime  minister  noted 
that  any  additional  cuts  would, 
therefore,  have  to  come  from  the 
defence  budget. 

According  to  Israeli  officials. 
Peres  informed  Shultz  that  the 
national  unity  government  has  no 
intention  of  reducing  the  defence 
budget  any  further.  “This  would  be 
very  dangerous."  an  Israeli  official 
who  participated  in  the  Peres- Shultz 
meeting  later  told  re  potters. 

Peres  did  most  of  rhe  talking 
during  the  approximately  VU  minutes 
of  discussions  yesterday  devoted  to 
the  economy.  About  one  hour  was 
earlier  spent  on  the  situation  in 
South  Lebanon. 

Israeli  officials  said  Assistant 
Secretary  of  State  for  Near  Eastern 
and  South  Asian  Affairs  Richard 
Murphy  reported  on  additional  - 
and  some  previously  unrevealed  - 
details  of  his  recent  swing  through 
the  Middle  East,  especially  on  the 
mood  in  Syria. 

Other  matters  are  expected  to  be 
raised  during  the  many  additional 
working  sessions  scheduled  for  to¬ 
day  and  tomorrow  morning. 

joining  Peres  was  Vice-Prime 
Minister  and  Foreign  Minister  Yit¬ 


zhak  Shamir.  Israeli  officials  said, 
however,  that  Peres  did  almost  all 
the  talking,  occasional  I  v  referring  a 
question  to  Shamir. 

U.S.  and  Isract  officials  yesterday 
said  it  was  still  unclear  whether 
Reagan  intends  to  announce  an) 
new  financial  assistance  for  Israel  at 
the  conclusion  of  the  White  House 
meeting  today. 

While  Peres  jnd  other  Israeli  offi¬ 
cials  insisted  last  wvek  that  thev  do 
not  intend  to  seek  an  emergency 
supplemental  aid  package  during  the 
visit.  Israeli  officials  vesterdav  indi¬ 
cated  strongly  that  the  prime  minis¬ 
ter  did  in  lac!  raise  some  specific 
sums  which  Israel  would  need  in  the 
near  future. 

The  U.S.  is  expected  to  make 
available  by  the  end  of  this  month 
the  entire  SI  . 2  billion  in  economic 
assistance  for  Israel  just  passed  by 
Congress.  Such  aid  is  normally  pro¬ 
vided  in  quarterly  payments  over  the 
course  of  a  year.  This  direct  cash 
transfer.  U.S.  officials  said,  should 
help  ease  Israel's  immediate  cash¬ 
flow  problems. 

In  the  meeting  with  Shultz.  Israeli 
officials  said.  Peres  said  Israel  had 
made  some  serious  economic  mis¬ 
takes  in  the  past  but  that  the  new 
government  is  determined  lo  correct 
them. 

Regarding  the  situation  in  South 
Lebanon.  U.S.  and  Israeli  officials 
agreed  that  that  the  gap  separating 
the  Israeli  and  Syrian  positions  is  still 
wide,  especially  over  the  future  role

Syria  cautious  on  IDF  withdrawal

Lebanon  and  Syria  yesterday  gave 
differing  assessments  of  the  pros¬ 
pects  of  an  agreement  on  Israel's 
withdrawal  form  Southern  Lebanon.

Six  killed  as  Iraq 
renews  Gulf  attacks 

MANAMA,  Bahrain  (AP).  -  Iraqi 
warplanes  broke  a  22-day  lull  in  the 
tanker  war  with  Iran  yesterday  by 
firing  a  French-built  Exocet  missile 
into  the  Liberian-registered  super¬ 
tanker  World  Knight  and  killing  six 
crewmen,  marine  salvage  sources 
reported. 

Six  other  seamen  were  injured  in 
the  attack,  which  set  the  254.000-ton 
vessel  ablaze,  they  said. 

In  Baghdad,  an  Iraqi  miiitaiy 
spokesman  said  “two  large  naval 
targets"  were  attacked  southwest  of 
Iran's  Kharg  Island  oil  shipping  ter¬ 
minal. 

But  Bahrain-based  marine  ship¬ 
ping  and  salvage  executives  who 
keep  close  track  of  Gulf  traffic  said 
only  one  ship  was  hit.  They  said  that 
their  radio  operators  picked  up  a 
Mayday  signal  “we  are  under  attack, 
we  are  on  fire.”  from  the  World 
Knight  at  11:30  a.m.

Alert  at  Israeli  Embassy  in  Nicosia 


NICOSIA  (AP).  -Police  sealed  off  a 
section  of  the  main  shopping  street 
in  front  of  the  Israeli  Embassy  for  an 
hour  here  yesterday  following  a 
bomb  scare 

The  report  came  only  four  days 
after  a  bomb  went  off  in  the  cor  park 
of  the  apartment  building  housing 
the  embassy.  That  bomb  caused 
slight  damage  but  no  casualties. 

Police  officers  on  the  scene  said 
the  scare  followed  the  discovery  by 


residents  of  what  they  considered  a 
suspicious  bag  next  io  the  rubbish 
bins. 

Armed  police  and  members  of  the 
bomb-disposal  squad  who  rushed  to 
the  spot  searched  the  area  and  deter¬ 
mined  the  bag  was  harmless,  the 
police  said.

NEW  YORK  -  Democratic  pres¬ 
idential  candidate  Walter  Mondale 
emerged  from  his  first  debate  with 
President  Ronald  Reagan  Sunday 
night  confident  that  he  had  breathed 
new  life  into  his  underdog  campaign. 

“I  feel  very  good...  I  bad  a  chance 
tonight  to  make  my  case  and  help  the 
American  people  compare  the  two 
of  us,"  Mondale  told  supporters  af¬ 
ter  the  televised  encounter  in  Louis¬ 
ville,  Kentucky,  the  first  of  two  de¬ 
bates  scheduled  before  the  Novem¬ 
ber  6  election.  Polls  after  the  debate 
showed  Mondale  the  winner  of  the 
confrontation  (story  page  4) . 

Mondale  flew  to  New  York  yester¬ 


day  to  join  vice- presidential  candi¬ 
date  Geraldine  Ferraro  in  a  Col¬ 
umbus  Day  parade  down  Fifth  Ave¬ 
nue.  His  aides  talked  of  turning  a 
corner  and  waging  an  October  offen¬ 
sive  despite  polls,  taken  before  the 
debate .  that  show  Reagan  leading  by 
up  to  30  percentage  points.  - 

Reagan  was  circumspect  after¬ 
wards,  wondering  whether  the 
points  he  wanted  to  make  came 
across  to  the  millions  who  watched. 

“In  this  debate,  I  really  warned  to 
show  that  government  is  big  enough 
already. ..  I  know  I  said  it  but  I  don't 
know  if  it  registered,"  Reagan  told  a 
post-debate  rally  in  Louisville. 


Mondale's  campaign  manager 
said  the  challenger  cleared  an  impor¬ 
tant  hurdle  in  the  campaign  by  show¬ 
ing  he  could  take  charge  in  a  con¬ 
frontation  with  Reagan,  known  as  'a 
slalfuf  user  of  te/evision . 

“What  we  did  tonight  was  destroy 
the  Republican  argument  that  there 
is  no  election.  That  they  have  a 
superhero  against  a  dishrag  of  a 
guy,"  said  Mondale's  deputy  press 
secretary. 

Behind  the  Mondale  camp's  excite¬ 
ment  lay  a  nagging  worry:  was  it 
enough  and  in  time  to  turn  tbe  tables 
on  die  immensely  popular  Republi¬ 


can  president  with  just  four  weeks  to 
go  before  election  day? 

White  House  chief  of  staff  James 
Baker  said:  “The  president  was 
more  tentative.  He  wasn't  as  strong 
and  dear  as  usual.*' 

Yesterday  in  a  campaign  rally  in 
Charlotte,  North  Carolina,  Reagan 
predicted  that  on  November  6.  the 
American  people  will  “tell  Coach 
Tax  Hike  and  his  tax  hike  team  to 
head  for  the  showers."  The  U.S. 
federal  budget  deficit  is  expected  to 
amount  to  $170  billion  this  year  and 
the  question  of  how  to  reduce  it  has 
been  a  major  campaign  issue. (Reu¬ 
ter,  AP).

No  rape  charge 
for  nonagenarian 


NAZARETH  (Itim).  -  An  indict¬ 
ment  for  rape  against  a  92-year-old 
man  was  dismissed  yesterday  by  Dis¬ 
trict  Court  Judge  Micha  Linden- 
strauss  here,  after  the  defendant  was 
brought  into  his  office  dragging  his 
legs,  supported  by  two  people  and 
breathing  with  difficulty. 

The  prosecutor  told  the  judge  that 
in  light  of  the  defendant's  health  and 
age  she  was  withdrawing  the  charge. 
But  a  31 -year-old  co-defendant  will 
stand  trial. 

Abdui-Rabman  Nazal,  92  of  the 
village  Kabatiya  and  Faiz  Zuabi,  31, 
of  the  village  Dulam,  were  charged 
with  rape  through  deceit  of  a  patient 
who  bad  escaped  from  the  psychiat¬ 
ric  ward  of  the  Afula  hospital. 

The  prosecution  charged  that  in 
May  of  last  year  Zuabi  met  the 
patient  in  Afula  and  suggested  she 
come  to  his  workplace,  where  he  was 
employed  as  a  guard.  There  he 
allegedly  took  her  to  a  store  room 
and  raped  her.  Nazal  allegedly  then 
entered  die  storeroom  and  raped  the 
woman. 

Since  the  woman  was  a  mental 
patient,  the  two  were  charged  with 
rape  through  deceit. 

Zuabi  pleaded  not  guilty  to  the 
charge  and  his  trial  was  postponed  to 
a  later  date. 
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Trade  deficit  down  21% 
from  1983  as  exports  grow

Israel's  trade  deficit  totalled  $2.2 
billion  during  the  first  nine  months 
of  the  year,  the  Central  Bureau  of 
Statistics  announced  yesterday. 
Since  the  deficit  totalled  some  S2.7 
billion  during  the  same  period  in 
1983,  the 'excess  of  imports  of  goods 
over  expons  dropped  by  some  21  per 
cent. 

The  reduction  in  the  deficit  was 
registered  despite  the  fact  that  the 
excess  of  imports  for  September 
showed  an  increase  over  its  level  in 
previous  months.  Excluding  di¬ 
amonds,  aircraft  and  ships,  the  trade 
deficit  last  month  was  10  per  cent 
higher  than  for  July  and  August. 

The  drop  for  the  first  nine  months 
was  achieved  mainly  through  a  14 
per  cent  increase  in  exports  during 


the  January-September  period. 
Sales  of  merchandise  abroad  totalled 
S3.9  billion  during  the  period,  as 
compared  with  S3 .4  b.  last  year. 


Industrial  exports  continued  to 
show  a  rapid  recovery  after  last 
year’s  slump.  During  the  first  nine 
months  of  the  year  some  $2.7  billion 
worth  of  industrial  goods  were  ex¬ 
ported,  as  compared  with  $23  bil¬ 
lion  in  the  similar  period  in  1983,  a  17 
per  cent  increase. 


According  to  CBS  figures,  exports 
of  industrial  goods  were  even  higher 
during  the  third  quarter  of  the  year 
relative  to  their  level  in  the  first  half 
of  1984.  Industrial  exports  excluding 
diamonds  were  63  per  cent  higher 
daring  the  third  quarter  of  the  year 
than  the  monthly  average  for 
Januaxy-Juoe. 


Liberals  consulting 
on  new  Herut  accord

.  Members  of  the  Liberal  presidium 
have  begun  unofficial  consultations 
on  reaching  a  new  agreement  gov¬ 
erning  relations  between  the  Liber¬ 
als  and  Herut,  Liberal  sources  told 
7 Tie  Jerusalem  Post  yesterday. 

The  consultations  are  very  limited 
at  this  stage  because  the  liberals  are 
still  deadlocked  on  whether  to  stay 
with  Herut  in  the  Likud  or  to  break 
up  die  Likud  and  to  form  an  inde¬ 
pendent  faction. 

Jewish  Agency  Executive  Chair¬ 
man  Arye  Dubdn  demanded  at  an 
urgent  meeting  of  the-  presidium 
which  be  called  Sunday  night  that 
the  Liberals  form  an  independent 
faction. 

Finance  Minister  and  Liberal  Par¬ 
ty  leader  Yitzhak  Moda’i  hesitated 
to  commit  himself  at  the  presidium 
meeting,  but  Liberal  sources  said 
Moda'i  tends  towards  leaving  die 
Likud. 

Knesset  member  Pessah  Grupper 
strongly  supported  Dulzan’s  posi¬ 


tion,  while  Science  and  Develop¬ 
ment  Minister  Gideon  Patt  also  sup¬ 
ported  leaving  the  Likud,  but  “with 
reservations,”  according  to  a  partici¬ 
pant  in  die  meeting. 

*  Those  favouring  separation  stres¬ 
sed  die  “shabby’*  way  Herut  had 
treated  the  Liberals  in  cutting  their 
allocation  of  places  on  the  Likud 
Knesset  list  and  thereby  breaking 
the  19-year-dd  Gahal  agreement. 

The  presidium  members  finally 
agreed  not  to  Teach  a  decision  until 
Vice  Prime  Minister  Yitzhak  Shamir 
returns  from  the  U.S.  and  they  dis¬ 
cuss  with  him  the  points  of  disagree¬ 
ment  between  Herut  and  the  Liber¬ 
als. 

However,  a  number  of  reliable 
Liberal  sources  told  The  Post  that 
the  liberals  are  not  likely  to  split  the 
Likud  up  at- tins  stage  and  that  no 
move  has  been  made  to  convene  the 
party  institutions  to  deride  on  such  a 
step.  They  all  agreed,  nonetheless, 
that  the  present  situation  is  “explo¬ 
sive”  and  that  a  better  agreement 
with  Herat  must  be  fought  for.

Prof.  Joseph  Walk,  local  Oz 
Veshalom  chairman,  said  the  under¬ 
ground  supporters  should  not  be 
allowd  to  use  the  space  “lest  it  be 
interpreted  as  Hapoel  Hamizrahi 
identifying  with  the  underground."

She  was 
kfiied  in  a  gnsbattte  with  IDF  sol¬ 
diers  on  shore. 


UK  asks  S.  African  dissidents  to  leave

Farouk  Meer,  representing  the 
three  in  the  consulate  and  three 


others  arrested  as  they  left  the  bufld- 
ingon  Saturday,  said  the  sit-in  would 
goon; 

The  six  men,  leading  opponents  of 
South  Africa’s  apartheid  policy  of 
racial  segregation,  entered  the  con¬ 
sulate  three  weeks  ago  to  evade 
security  police.  Their  action  has  sev¬ 
erely  strained  relations  between 
London  and  Pretoria.

A  STABLE  LEBANON? 

The  Lebanon  war  accelerated  an  established 
tendency  in  Lebanon  in  favour  fo  the  Arab 
national  movement,  says  Yosef  Olmert  of  Tel 
Aviv  University's  Shfloah  Institute  for  Middle 
Eastern  and.  African  Studies.  Today  it  seems 
certain  Lebanon  will  become  another  aiab  state 
and  its  Christian  minority  mil  be  unable  to  oppose 
this  trend. 


Syria’s  post-1982  strategy  is  for  the  most  part 
the  very  same  strategy  that  guided  it  prior  to  1982, 
says  Itamar  Rabinovich,  professor  of  Middle 
Eastern  and  African  studies  at  Tel  Aviv  Universi¬ 
ty.  President  Hafez  Assad's  objective  has  been  to 
bring  Syria  to  a  status  of  hegemony  in  Lebanon,^ 
policy  that  has  only  accelerated  since  Israel's 
invasion. 

Although  Assad  is  not  infallible,  he  is  “  a  very 
sharp,  very  patient  leader,  with  nerves  of  ice,  who 
always  knows  bow  to  exploit  the  cards  in  his  hand 
to  the  utmost"  One  example  of  the  Syrian 
leader's  ruthlessness  in  pursuing  his  objectives  in 
Lebanon,  says  Rabinovich,  was  the  assassination 


Jerusalem.  The  Soviets  would  not  go  to.  war  far 
Syria,  but  compensated  the  Syrians  with  a  vast 
amount  of  weapons  and  an  increased  number,  of 
advisers. 

The  Soviets  are  interested  in  preventing  a  “Pa* 
Americana”  in  the  Middle  East  and  seek  fa 
participate  in  negotiations  to  this  end.  They  want  a 
neutral  Lebanon,  but  do  not  care  if  the  Syrians 
remain  there.  “  As  long  as  there  is  no  danger  old

Austrian  court  bar  plaqae  at  Hitter  birth  place 


VIENNA  (Reuter).  -  An  Austrian 
court  yesterday  barred  the  erection 
of  a  plaque  at  the  birth  place  of 
Adolf  Hitler  at  Braonau,  ending  an 
argument  that  has  split  tins  small 
Austrian  town  on  the  West  German 
border.  . 

The  row  began  in  September  1983 
when  Braunau’s  Socialist  municipal 
council  voted  to  put  up  a  marble 
plaque  on  the  front  of  15  Salzburger 
Voretadt,  a  brown  and  white  build¬ 
ing  with  a  baroque  facade,  where 
Hitler  was  bom  in  1889. 

The  plaque  would  have'canied  the 


words:  “Never  again  fascism  -  mil¬ 
lions  of  dead  remind  us  of  peace, 
freedom,  and  democracy.” 

The  present  owner  of  the  house, 
Gerlinde  Pommer,  obtained  a  local 
court  injunction  against  erecting  the 
plaque,  ^  which,  she  feared  would 
attract  violent  demonstrations  to  her 
property.  This  was  upheld  yesterday 
by  the  district  court  at  Ried,  Upper 
Austria. 

Small  groups  of  neo-Nazis  have 
occasionally  turned  up  at  Brannau,

The  Absorption  Ministry  yester¬ 
day  admitted  publicly  for  the  first 
time  that  subsistence  grants  and  un¬ 
employment  compensation  to  new 
immigrants  have  been  seriously 
eroded.  At  the  same  time,  the  Jew¬ 
ish  Agency  Aliya  Department  de¬ 
clared  that  immigrants  will  not  be 
hurt  by  cuts  in  the  public  service. 

Absorption  Minister  Ya'acov 
!  Tzur  told  his  top  officials  yesterday 
that  he  was  very  concerned  to  learn 
that  unemployment  and  subsistence 
grants  for  new  immigrants  now  com¬ 
prise  only  16  to  30  per  cent  of  the 
average  wage. 

For  example,  in  April  last  year,  an 
unemployed  immigrant  received  a 
monthly  grant  of  1S6300,  which  was 
then  24  per  cent  of  the  average  wage. 
But  in  September.  1984.  be  received 
1S36.000.  which  was  16.S  per  cent  of 


the  average  wage. 

A  non-immigrant  who  receives 
unemployment  compensation  from 
the  National  Insurance  Institute  re¬ 
ceived  1SS5306  this  month,  which  is 
40  per  cent  of  the  average  notional 
wage. 

Many  immigrants  from  Ethiopia, 
Eastern  Europe  and  Asia  do  not 
have  savings  to  round  out  their  sub¬ 
sidies  from  the  Absorptin  Ministry. 
Many  cannot  support  their  families 
and  are  close  to  the  poverty  line 
until  they  get  jobs. 

Tzur  said  he  would  meet  with 
Finance  Minister  Yitzhak  Moda’i  to 
discuss  the  worsening  economic  con¬ 
dition  of  new  immigrants.  He  will 
ask  for  the  linkage'  of  immigrant 
payments  to  the  Labour  and  Social 
Affairs  Ministry's  allotments  to  non¬ 
immigrants. 

Meanwhile,  Haim  Aharon,  chair¬ 
man  of  the  Jewish  Agency  Aliya 


Department,  told  the  Zionist  Execu¬ 
tive  yesterday  that  newcomers  will 
not  be  harmed  by  civil-service  reduc¬ 
tions.  following  consent  by  the  gov¬ 
ernment  to  exclude  wage-subsidized 
immigrants  from  manpower  cuts. 
All  immigrants  whose  salaries  are 
funded  with  help  from  a  special  fond 
for  immigrant  employment  wiU  be 
exempt  from  firings  due  to  manpow  ¬ 
er  cuts. 

Jewish  Agency  treasurer  Akiva 
Lewinsky  said  (hat  the  Ageacv 
would  have  to  cut  some  of  its  activi¬ 
ties  to  channel  funds  towards 
absorption  of  new  immigrants, 

The  Absorption  Ministry 
announced  that  1.330  immigrants 
arrived  last  month,  an  11  per  cent 
drop  from  August.

A  further  10  em¬ 
ployees  were  to  be  found  alternative 
jobs  with  Vulcan's  former  owners, 
the  Koor  concern,  while  10  would  be 
reinstated.  Of  the  original  67  who

“It's'  not  our  fault  that  talks  have 
broken  down.  We  thought  every¬ 
thing  was  settled,”  the  council 
spokesman  said. 

The  Vulcan  management  said  that 
the  negotiations  had  broken  down 
because  of  the  Labour  Council's  in¬ 
sistence  that  all  the  dismissed  work¬ 
ers  be  reinstated.

Ramat  Hovav  waste  site 
reopens  after  2-year  break 


BEERSHEB  A  (Itim).  -  The  Ramat 
Hovav  chemical  waste  dump 
reopened  yesterday  after  a  two-year 
closure.  The  site  south  of  Beersheba 
bad  been  dosed  by  court  order  after 
a  substantial  leakage  of  poisonous 
waste. 

During  the  past  two  years,  some 
50,000  tons  of  poisonous  chemical 
wastes  have  accumulated  at  plants 
around  the  country.  Now  they  can 
again  be  transported  to  Ramat 
Hovav. 

The  government  company  Mivrie 
Ta’asia  is  now  responsible  for  run¬ 
ning  the  site.  The  company  planned 
and  executed  the  renewal  of  the 
dump,  including  the  burial  of  some 
5,000  tons  of  poisonous  waste,  at  a 
cost  of  $600,000. 

Israel's  chemical  industry  pro¬ 
duces  some  25,000  tons  of  poisonous 


waste  per  year,  including  200  tons  of 
cyanide. 

Mivne  Ta’asia  engineer  Shimon 
Kagan  said  yesterday  that  the  re¬ 
newed  site  is  safe  as  regards  fire  or 
seepage.  The  fresh  water  table  is  250 
metres  beneath  the  surface  of  the 
site  and  is  shielded  by  a  layer  of  salt 
water  at  a  depth  of  15  metres.  If  any 
poison  penetrates  the  salt-water 
layer  there  would  be  adequate  time 
to  take  preventive  measures  before 
the  seepage  reaches  the  fresh  water 
level,  he  said.

A  poll  conducted  by  the  Gallup 
organization  for  Newsweek  said  reg¬ 
istered  voters  who  saw  the  debate 
picked  Mondale  as  the  winner  by  54 
per  cent  to  35  per  cent.  A  separate 
poll,  done  by  Mondale's  campaign, 
said  respondents  picked  him  as  the 
victor  by  52  per  cent  to  32  per  cent. 

A  Reagan  campaign  poll  said 
Reagan  won,  41  per  cent  to  38  per 
cent  and  that  more  than  half  those 
who  answered  said  they  still  intend 
to  vote  for  Reagan. 


A  poll  by  ABC  News  said  Mon¬ 
dale  won  by  39-38  per  cent. 

In  a  more  than  90-minute  show¬ 
down,  Reagen  and  Mondale  made 
their  case  from  podiams  2.4  metres 
apart  before  a  television  audience 
estimated  at  100  million  people. 

“I  think  we  have  given  America 
back  her  spirit."  Reagan  said  just  30 
days  before  election  day.  “...I  think 
we're  in  a  position  once  again  to 
heed  the  words  of  Thomas  Paine, 
who  said,  *We  have  it  in  ourpowerto 
begin  the  world  over  again.'  ’’ 
Mondale,  in  his  closing  remarks, 
praised  Reagan  for  contributing  to  a 
surge  of  patriotism  among  Amer¬ 
icans,  but  warned  the  U.S.  should 
move  away  from  self-congratulation 
and  toward  progress. 

Then,  he  said,  “you'll  see  that  we 
need  new  leadership.  Are  we  better 


off  with  this  arms  race?  Will  we  be 
better  off  if  we  start  this  ‘Star  Wars* 
escalation  (of  space  weapons)  into 
the  heavens?  Are  we  better  off  when 
we  de-emphasize  our  values  in  hu¬ 
man  rights?" 

In  response  to  one  question  from  a 
panel  of  reporters,  Reagan  said  he 
would  not  blend  religion  and  politics 
-  this  after  Mondale  argued  that 
Republicans  want  to  get  “local 
politicians  into  the  business"  of  writ¬ 
ing  prayers  for  schoolchildren. 

The  president  likened  abortion  to 
murder,  citing  a  homicide  case  in 
which  a  woman  was  so  brutally 
beaten  that  her  unborn  child  died. 
Mondale  insisted  Americans  do  not 
want  government  “reaching  into  the 
living  room  and  making  decisions'' 
on  questions  that  are  personal  and 
moral. 


Reagan  said  he  would  “never 
stand”  for  cuts  in  Social  Security, 
while  Mondale  said  Reagan  did-  so 
once  and  might  again. 

Mondale.  who  in  the  past  has 
assailed  Reagan  for  “showmanship** 
as  opposed  to  “leadership.”  once 
again  brought  up  the  three  terrorist 
attacks  on  U.S.  facilities  in  Beirut, 
suggesting  the  last  one  demonstrated 
a  lack  of  security  planning. 

Mondale  said  he  did  not  blame  the 
president  over  the  first  or  the  second 
terrorist  attack  in  Lebanon  -  but  the 
third  time  it  happened,  there  was 
ample  warning,  “even  from  the  ter¬ 
rorists  themselves.'* 

Terming  the  U.S.  presidency  ’nhe 
toughest  job  on  earth."  Mondale 
said  he  would  take  a  different 
approach  to  the  position  from 
Reagan's.

The  students  opposed  the  picket¬ 
ing  because  any  disruption  to  tbeir 
studies  could  jeopardize  their  state 
education  loans. 

The  strikers,  who  are  protesting 
against  the  government's  economic 
policies,  allowed  Iceland's  interna¬ 
tional  airport  to  resume  normal  op¬ 
erations  Sunday,  but  the  strike  at  the 
ports  continues.

He  was  witness  to  the  conflict, 
which  often  became  violent,  be¬

the  shamans,  the  powerful  medicine 
men  who  could  cure  the  01  and 
render  dead  the  healthy  as  the  spirit 
moved  them. 


THE  CONFLICT  between  die  two 
religions  practices  ended  with  the 
demise  of  both.  The  shamans  suc¬ 
ceeded  in  banishing  the  peyote  lead¬ 
ers  but- their  own  authority  had  been 
sapped.  Members  of  the  tribe  turned 
increasingly  to  white  doctors  and 
white  religious  concepts  and  there 
are  no  longer  any  practising  sha¬ 
mans  among  the  Washo  whom  Sis¬ 
kin  virited  again  three  years  ago.

^SOMETHING  ELSE,”  as  Amer¬ 
icans  might  say,  far  removed  as  it  is 
from  the  style  of  the  man,  is,  never¬ 
theless,  probably  the  most  direct 
way  of  rendering  the  person  and 
achievements  of  the  late  Daniel  Re- 
canati.  Although  be  was  active  until 
a  few  years  before  his  death  last 
Jaonth,  he  belonged  to  a  generation 
pat  thought  and  acted  along  lines 
'that  seem  obsolete,  almost  naive, 
compared  to  the  harsh  reality  of 
Israel,  1984. 

Recanati  was  a  pioneer.  His  im- 
.  peccable  dress  and  his  penchant  for 
Havana  cigars,  -his  traits  of  soft- 
spokenness.  modesty  and  re  fin  e- 
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Praise  for  a  pioneer

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meat,  these  were  hardly  the 
trademarks  of  the  halutz ,  yet  in  the 
fields  of  Iran  king  and  industry,  his 
contribution  cannot  be  considered  as 
anything  less  than  trail-blazing. 

Dame]  Recanati  was  born  in  Salo¬ 
nika  in  1921  and  came  to  Palestine 
with  bis  family  in  the  mid- 1930s  . 
While  his  father,  Leon,  was  setting 
[  up  the  DiscountBank  with  help  from 
other  recent  arrivals  from  Greece, 
Turkey,  Egypt  and  Syria,  Daniel 
completed  high  school  at  Tel  Aviv’s 
Herzliya  Gymnasia  and  then  went  to 
England  to  study  at  the  London 
I  School  of  Economics. 

His  studies  were  cut  short  by  the 
outbreak  of  war  in  1939,  and  he 
returned  to  work  in  the  Discount 
Bank  and  serve  in  the  British  Army 
in  Egypt  and  Italy.  His  father’s  death 
in  194S  brought  him  back  to  the 
bank,  and  he  worked  in  every  de¬ 
partment,  starting  in  the  most  bum¬ 
ble  capacities,  before- beginning  to 
assume  managerial  roles. 

By  the  early  ’50s  he  was  one  of  the 
general  managers  of  the  bank,  and  in 
the  agreement  between  the  four  sons 
of  Leon  Recanati  as  to  the  division  of 
the  family’s  various  business  in¬ 
terests,  Daniel  was  appointed  head 
of  the  bank  in  Israel,  while  his 
brothers  Harry  and  Rafael  moved 
overseas  to  develop  tire  group’s  fore¬ 
ign  interests. 

THUS  AT  THE  AGE  of  33,  Daniel 
Recanati  was  in  control  of  one  of  the 
main  financial  concerns  in  the  coun¬ 
try,  at  a  time  when  the  Israeli  eco¬ 
nomy  was  entering  its  era  of  rapid 


and  sustained  growth .  In  this  period, 
he  was  to  play  an  increasingly  impor¬ 
tant  role,  both  through  his  own  activ¬ 
ity  and,  later,  as  a  much-valued 
adviser  and  confidant  of  a  succession 
of  finance  ministers,  including 
Pinhas  Sapir  and  Yehoshua  Rabino- 
witz. 

During  the  ’50s  and  ’60s  Recanati 
built  the  Israel  Discount  Bank  and 
its  affiliates  into  the  largest 
privately-owned  conglomerate  in 
the  country.  The  centre  of  the  Re¬ 
canati  empire,  as  the  group  came  to 
be  regarded,  was  always  the  bank, 
both  in  the  view  of  Recanati  himself 
and  in  reality.  But  his  most  far- 
reaching  achievement,  in  terms  of 
the  development  of  the  economy  as  a 
whole,  was  his  readiness  to  respond 
to  the  country's  needs  and  direct 
some  of  the  resources  of  his  group  to 
the  establishment  and  development 
of  indigenous  Israeli  industry. 

In  the  course  of  time,  the  invest¬ 
ment  ride  of  the  business  attained 
more  and  more  momentum  and  suc¬ 
cess,  and  it  was  Recanati  himself 
who  pushed  to  split  the  non-banking 
business  away  from  the  bank,  and 
give  them  a  separate  organizational 
structure,  which  was  eventually  for¬ 
malized  under  the  Israel  Discount 
Bank  holdine.  company. 

The  Recanati  story  and  the  suc¬ 
cess  of  Discount  Bank  and  Discount 
Investments  is  the  supreme  example 
of  a  merger  of  Zionist  endeavour 
and  hard-headed  capitalism  -  and 
this  at  a  time  when  socialist  parties 
were  in  unfettered  control  of  the 
government.  While,  at  first  glance,  it 


may  seem  strange  that  Sapir  el  al 
helped  and  encouraged  Recanati  on 
his  way  to  building  what  is  probably 
the  largest  home-grown  fortune  in 
Israel,  in  fact,  die  joint  purpose  of 
contributing  to  the  development  of 
the  economy,  creating  factories, 
jobs  and  general  wealth,  easily  over¬ 
came  any  ideological  differences. 

The  fact  is  that  Recanati's  wealth 
was  neither  of  the  “robber-baron” 
sort,  d  la  Rockefeller  and  J.P.  Mor¬ 
gan,  achieved  over  the  dead  bodies 
of  rivals  and  opponents,  nor  was  it 
paper  wealth  wheedled  out  of  sharp 
wheeler-dealering,  such  as  would  la¬ 
ter  become  commonplace.  It  was 
created  by  hard  work,  talent  and 
perseverance,  and  its  spin-offs  were 
in  the  forms  of  employment  and 
exports,  which  contributed  to  the 
general  weD-being. 

THE  ACHIEVEMENT  was  the 
combination  of  personal  and  busi¬ 
ness  qualities.  Prose  for  colleagues 
is  still  given  in  Israel,  albeit  rather 
grudgingly;  but  praise  for  rivals, 
even  deceased,  is  rare.  Here,  then,  is 
the  assessment  of  Recanati  given  to 
The  Jerusalem  Post  by  someone  who 
knew  him  well  for  many  years,  as 
both  colleague  and  rival  -  Bank 
Leumi  Chairman  Ernest  Japhet: 

“Daniel  Recanati  was  one  of  the 
rare  breeds  of  the  genuine  banker  by 
nature  and  instinct.  His  European 
background,  together  with  his  in¬ 
herently  Israeli  upbpnging.  blended 
beautifully  into  an  elegant' cosmopo¬ 
litan  banker  of  the  classical  kind. 

“He  was  kind  by  nature  and  tough 
when  he  needed  to  be.  He  was  a 


good  colleague  and  a  man  whom  you 
could  trust  to  see  what  was  right  for 
the  country  and  the  banking  com¬ 
munity.  He  looked  after  his  group 
and.  at  the  same  time,  did  not  forget 
the  general  cause.  He  will  be  sadly 
missed  by  all  of  us  and  wilt  be 
remembered  foundly  and  respectful¬ 
ly." 

“Fondly  and  respectfully”  - 
apparently  a  cliche,  and  yet  the  ess¬ 
ence  of  the  man's  achievments.  How 
else  can  one  explain  the  fact  that 
everyone  in  Discount  called  him  -  to 
hisfac e-Adon  Danny,  and  held  him 
in  the  greatest  esteem?  That  his 
business  associates  and  partners 
were  also  his  closest  friends,  so  that 
one  of  them,  in  reminiscing  about 
him,  wept  openly  -  three  weeks  after 
the  funeral? 

Personal  charisma.  However 
much  abused  that  term,  it  is  the  only 
one  that  can  explain  his  success  on 
the  human  level,  beyond  the  facts 
and  figures  of  the  balance  sheets.  He 
drew  to  himself,  over  the  years,  a 
group  of  talented  men  in  every  field, 
and  held  them.  Not  simply  by  paying 
hefty  salaries,  for  in  that  there  is 
always  a  higher  bidder,  sooner  .or 
later. 

It  was  through  the  respect  and 
trust  he  placed  in  others  that  he  won. 
and  retained,  theirs.  He  was.  so  they 
sav,  an  excellent  auditor  and  lawyer, 
though  he  had  no  formal  training  in 
these  fields.  But  it  was  his  judgement 
of  people,  and  his  uncompromising 
standards  in  this  respect,  thal 
account  above  all  else  for  his  success 
in  business  and  banking. 

And  it  was  by  his  generosity,  his 
openness  and  his  appreciation  of  the 
needs  and  views  of  others  that  he 
made  his  mark  op  people,  and  will  be 
remembered  by  them.

Naturally  this  applies  to 
sound,  not  sense,  for  Roy  is  “my 
shepherd"  in  Hebrew.  Guy  -  “a 
dale.”  and  Mav.i  -  “what  is  God.” 


Calling  girls  by  masculine¬ 
sounding  names,  such  ,v>  Hadar, 
Carmel.  Kochuv  and  Tal  -  who  a 
generation  before  would  have  been 
named  Hadara.  Carmela.  Kochava 
and  Talya  -  may  have  begun  in  a 
quest  for  originality  rather  than 
equality,  but  received  a  boost  when 
Women's  Lib  reached  our  shores. 
The  true  pioneer  of  that  fashion, 
though,  was  Elierer  Ben- Yehuda's 
son  Itamar.  who  called  his  daughter 
Dror. 

Of  course,  it  isn’t  all  fad  and 
fashion.  Dan  and  Un  anJTamar  and 
Yael  are  perennial  favourites,  hav¬ 
ing  a  certain  Sahra  flavour  about 
them.

Lack  of  discipline

THIS  WAS  supposed  to  be  a  festive 
concert  opening  the  new  season,  but 
what  we  got  in  the  first  part  could 
hardly  have  been  worse.  Intonation 
in  the’ Bach  sonata,  transcribed  from 
the  organ  for  violin,  viola  and  cello, 
was  an  outrage'"  Murvitz  could-  not 
complete  even  a  single  passage  with¬ 
out  false  notes,  slips  and  other  inst¬ 
ances  of  carelessness.  He  demons¬ 
trated  a  total  lack  of  discipline  and 
showed  no  respect  for  the  music. 

All  this  might  naturally  create  a 
rather  poor  evaluation  of  Murvitz. 
The  truth,  however,  is  that  basically 
he  is  a  good  instrumentalist,  capable 
of  reasonable  accomplishments,  as 
he  showed  later  in  the  Beethoven. 
However,  he  seems  to  need  very 


special  conditions  to  curb  a  danger¬ 
ous  temperament  and  a  tendency  to 
scorn  the  text.  What  he  needs  badly 
is  discipline.  In  the  Dunzi  quartet  he 
was  slightly  better  but  even  there,  we 
could  only  regret  his  leadership.  His 
two  colleagues.  Bomstein  and  Breg- 
man.  withdrew  almost  completely, 
turning  the  performance  into  a 
strange  duet  of  a  stylistically  ignor¬ 
ant  and  often  aggressive  violin  and  a 
first-class  bassoon  pan  (Rechtman), 
which,  under  these  circumstances, 
sounded  strangely  isolated.  Given  T 
the  paleness  and  mediocrity  of  the 
music  itself  and  the  distorted  balance 
and  quality  of  the  four  pans,  the 
results  naturally  were  highly  unsatis¬ 
factory. 

The  Beethoven  proved  at  least 
one  thing;  the  music  was  well- 
rehearsed  and  the  seven  musicians 
constituted  a  real  ensemble.  Though 
the  performance  could  hardly  enth¬ 
use,  it  at  least  made  one  feel  that 
everybody  involved  was  doing  his 
duty  with  professional  responsibility. 


True  friend  of  Israel 


FATHER  William  F.  Masterson. 
who  recently  died  in  the  Philippines 
after  a  long  illness,  was  a  true  friend 
of  Israel. 

Born  in  the  U.S.,  Masterson  first 
went  to  the  Philippines  at  the  age  of 
22  as  a  Jesuit  priest.  It  was  there  that 
he  devoted  his  life  to  the  betterment 
of  the  rural  poor,  both  in  the  Philip¬ 
pines  and  in  Southeast  Asia. 

He  made  his  first  visit  to  Israel  in 
1969,  where,  after  an  extensive  lour 
of  kibbutzim  and  moshavim.  started 
the  long  and  fruitful  relationship 
between  the  Southeast  Asia  Rural 


Social  Leadership  Institute  (Searso- 
lin)  and  the  foreign  training  depart¬ 
ment  of  the  Israel  ministry  of 
agriculture  and  the  division  for  inter¬ 
national  cooperation  of  the  Foreign 
Ministry. 

Masterson  will  be  remembered  for 
his  unceasing  efforts  to  help  the  rural 
poor  overcome  their  stark  poverty. 

It  may  be  the  reason  for  the 
admiration  and  love  which  he  felt  for 
the  people  of  Israel,  who  were  in¬ 
spired  by  Herd’s  injunction.  “H  you 
will  it.  it  is  no  dream.”

Industrial  leadership  is  in  stagnation 


TEL  AVTV.  -  “The  fish  usually 
starts  to  swell  from  its  head  -  that  is, 
management  is  to  blame.”  This  is  the 
pithy  way  in  which  one  industrialist 
answered  the  question  why  produc¬ 
tivity.  especially  in  industry,  was  not 
only  low  but  increasing  slower  than 
in  most  wetern  countries,  according 
to  a  recent  publication  by  the  Pro¬ 
ductivity  Institute. 

As  always,  those  questioned  were 
promised  anonymity,  allowing  them 
to  speak  their  mind  freely.  The 
above  quotation  would  probably 
have  been  couched  in  much  milder 
terms  if  the  person  thought  he  would 
be  identified. 

Another  executive  said  “our  execu¬ 
tives  not  only  use  methods  of  a 
by-gone  age,  but  they  are  incapable 
of  entering  the  modern  age.  The 
overwhelming  majority  of  them  suf¬ 
fer  from  mental  stagnation.**  He 
repeated  the  phrase,  savouring  its 
flavour.  "Tbey  don't  think,  and  they 
don’t  want  to  make  an  effort.” 

And,  of  course,  this  person 
thought  he  was  the  exception  that 
proved  the  rule. 

Surprisingly  enough,  all  those 
questioned  (all  were  at  management 
level)  were  in  agreement  that  the 
Israeli  worker,  if  properly  led  was 
among  the  best  in  the  world-  Howev¬ 
er,  most  managers  didn't  succeed  in 
leading;  they  even  foiled  to  inculcate 
in  their  workers  a  feeling  of  “plant 
identification/*  the  awareness  that 
the  success  of  their  plant  played  a 


vital  part  in  their  livelihood. 

The  general  feeling  was  that  high 
taxes  didn't  cause  a  worker  to  loaf 
and  not  exert  himself.  “Let’s  face  it. 
the  man  who  does  manual  work  just 
doesn’t  earn  so  much  money  that  his 
taxes  are  high.” 

Another  industrialist  thought  that 
the  main  problem  was  not  so  much 
faltering  management,  but  the 
general  atmosphere  of  indifference 
to  productivity.  "We  are  beating  the 
English  at- their  own  game  of  mud¬ 
dling  through.  Everybody  is  sure 
that  in  the  end  some  fitiiy  godmother 
will  come  along  to  save  die  situation. 
Consider  what  is  taking  place  today 
at  Ata  Textiles.  Does  anybody  really 
think  that  this  company  will  be 
dosed  and  2,000  persons  thrown  out 
of  work?  No.  Most  believe  that  the 
company  will  be  saved.'  How?  No¬ 
body  knows. 

Still  another  manager  thought  that 
“a  recession  would  be  good  for  the 
country  in  one  respect.  It  will  per¬ 


suade  a  lot  of  people  who  run  factor¬ 
ies  to  wake  up  and  start  taking  their 
work  seriously.  And  if  a  few  factor¬ 
ies  should  dose  down,  the  entire 
approach  to  efficiency  and  produc¬ 
tivity  could  change/* 

Other  complaints  about  manage¬ 
ment  (from  management  itself)  were 
that  “there  are  too  many  executives 
who  are  so  afraid  of  losing  their  rank 
in  the  hierarchy  that  tbey  refuse  to 
delegate  authority.  They  are  afraid 
that  anybody  under  them  with  a  bit 
of  authority  will  begin  to  go  up  a  few 
rungs  on  the  managerial  fodder.” 

The  end  result  is  that  the  top 
executive  takes  ail  the  decisions  - 
and  meanwhile  all  work  slows  down.* 
And  since  the  lower  echelons  can 
not  take  any  decisions,  they  do  ev- 
erything  to  hide  their  unimportance. 
They  do  everything  to  show  that  they 
are  in  charge.  They  tell  those  who 
needed  their  help  to  come  back 
later.  This  gives  clerks  time  to  con¬ 
tact  the  boss  and  hope  that  he  will

Commercialization  divides  IBA  board

Members  of  the  Israel  Broadcast¬ 
ing  Authority  board  of  directors  are 
divided  ovbt  the  advisability  of  com¬ 
mercializing  Israel  Television.  Prop¬ 
osals  to  do  so'have  been  raised  again 
recently  following  a  government 
announcement  that  as  of  April  1. 
1985  it  will  stop  its  3  per  cent  con¬ 
tribution  to  the  IBA’s  budget. 

IBA  chairman  Micha  Yinon  some 
months  ago  brushed  the  dust  off  the 
files  containing  records  of  previous 
endeavours  to  commercialize  Israel 
Television. 

Yinon,  who  supports  commer¬ 
cialization  as  an  answer  to  the  IBA’s 
financial  troubles,  brought  the  files 
to  Sunday’s  meeting  of  the  board 
of  directors  to  prove  that  in  1976, 
then  premier  Yitzhak  Rabin  gave 
the  green  light  for  commercials  to 
IBA  director-general  Yitzhak  Livni. 
The  decision  was  not  implemented 
and  the  matter  lay  in  abeyance  till 
January  1981',  when  some*  ground 


rules  were  proposed  by  the  board  of 
directors,  for  the  advent  of  commer¬ 
cials. 

•  Advertisers  would  not  be  permit¬ 
ted  to  influence  programme  content. 

•  The  IBA  was  at  liberty  to  refuse 
advertising  it  considered  to  be  offen¬ 
sive. 

•  There  would  be  no  advertising 
daring  children's  programmes. 

-•  A  special  supervisory  body  would 
be  set  up  to  safeguard  ethics  and 
production  standards.  ■ 

The  maximum  time  to  be  alloted  to 
television  advertising  was  seven  mi¬ 
nutes  in  each  hour. 

There  was  and  remains  just  one 
major  obstacle  to  overcome,  Yinon 
said:  the  Broadcasting  Authority 
Law  makes  no  provision  for  televi¬ 
sion  commercials  and  has  to  be 
amended. 

When  the  subject  was  referred  in 
1981  to  Attorney  General  Yitzhak 
Zamir,  he  said  that  the  revenues 
projected  for  1981/82  did  not  justify 
going  oommerrial. 


In  the  interim  since  then,  and  with 
the  changes  for  the  worse  in  the 
IBA's  finances,  the  definition  of  ser¬ 
vice  broadcasts  has  become  in¬ 
creasingly  liberal. 

Although  most  of  the  EBA  board 
is  in  favour  of  commercial  advertis¬ 
ing,  there  were  some  dissenting 
voices.  Some  members  balk  at  the 
idea  of  a  government-owned  televi¬ 
sion  station  depending  for  survival 
on  prime-time  commercials. 

Nor  do  all  board  members  regard 
the  much-discussed  second  channel 
as  serious  competition.  A  possibility 
mentioned  at  the  meeting  was  that 
the  second  channel,  when  it  is  finally 
established,  should  support  the  first 
channel. 

No  decision  was  taken  at  the 
meeting,  and  discussions  on  the 
subject  will  continue  next  week. 
There  is  just  enough  left  in  the  IBA  ! 
treasury  to  pay  December  salaries,  I 
and  this  is  oneof  the  crucial  facts  that 
will  influence  the  final  decision/

“I  think  we  could  fire  half  the 
clerical  staff  in  industry,  and  work 
would  precede  much  faster  -  if  the 
remaining  half  had  the  authority  to 
make  simple  decisions/'  this  execu¬ 
tive  said. 

But  then  bureaucracy  was  the 
“curse”  of  the  entire  western  world. 
“And  I  don't  think  that  the  situation 
in  Israel  is  any  worse  than  elsewhere. 
The  big  difference  in  that  we  seem  to 
have  accepted  this  curse  more  than 
most  other  countries  as  a  permanent 
thing/' 

Conferences  were  long  and  not  to 
the  point,  this  man  thought.  Every¬ 
body  was  conferring,  using  these 
conferences  as  “ego  trips”  instead  of 

getting  out  on  the  floor  of  the  plant 
and  seeing  that  things  got  moving. 

“Being  in  conference”  was  a  sta¬ 
tus  symbol,  indicating  the  import¬ 
ance  of  those  “in  conference.”  Often 
there  was  no  agenda;  sometimes  no 
decisions  were  taken. 

“Mutual  dismast’’  was  another 
reason  for  low  productivity,  for  it 
wasted  a  lot  of  time.  “Tty  picking  up 
a  telephone  and  ordering  something. 
The  answer  is:  'We  can't  accept  an 
order  over  the  telephone.  Either 
come  in  person  or  send  somebody 
with  a  signed  document.*  In  the 
U.S. ,  business  is  done  by  phone,  but 
not  in  Israel.” 

One  industrialist  felt  that  ohe  of 
the  main  problems  was  that  the  only 
stable  thing  in  the  country  was  the 
feeling  of  uncertainty.  “How  can  we 
be  productive  when  we  are  constant¬ 
ly  shifting  direction?  The  govern¬ 
ment  is  constantly  changing  its  poli¬ 
cy.  One  year  it  says  ship  to  Europe, 
the  next  year  ship  to  the  U.S.  You 
just  can’t  wake  up  one  morning  and 
change  markets.  It  takes  years  to 
develop  them.  And  industry  ships  its 
goods  where  it  can  make  a  profit. 
One  time  the  profits  are  in  Israel ,  the 
next  time  the  profits  are  abroad.” 

“Sometimes  I  get  the  feeling  that 
those  who  run  this  country  never  ran 
a  business  in  their  lives.  How  many 
of  our  Knesset  Members  ever  bad  to 
scramble  for  a  living?  How  many 
actually  bave  been  in  a  situation 
where  their  livelihood  depended  on 
producing  something  which  world 
sell,  something  which  would  be  com¬ 
petitive  in  price ,  attractive  in  style?”

Better  way  of 
filtering  water

TEL  AVIV.  -  A  local  water  treat¬ 
ment  and  purification  company, 
Hamerakekb  (the  Softener), 
announced  yesterday  that  it  bad  de¬ 
veloped  a  new  method  foe  filtering 
water  more  effectively.  The  core  of 
this  new  development  is  a  filter  con¬ 
taining  certain  local  minerals  which 
have  proven  superior  to  those  im¬ 
ported  in  the  past.

Yesterday’s  Solutions 
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Egypt  raises 

CAIRO  (AP).  - Parliament  recently 
approved  a  new  law  imposing  a  two 
per  cent  increase  in  taxes  paid  by 
high-bracket  income  groups  and 
raising  fiscal  duties  on  some  govern¬ 
ment  and  other  transactions. 

The  two  per  cent  tax  increase  will 
be  applied  to  people  with  an  annual 
income  exceeding  18,000  pounds 
($21,000).  Such  an  income  is  consi¬ 
dered  high  by  Egyptian  standards. 
The  average  annual  per  capita  in¬ 
come  is  about  $600. 

The  law  is  designed  to  increase 
government  revenues  to  cover  part 
of  a  net  deficit  of  1.2  billion  pounds 
($1.44  b.)  in  the  budget  for  fiscal 
1984/85. 

The  state-run  Middle  East  News 
Agency  said  implementation  of  the 
law  would  fetch  about  500  million 
pounds  ($600  m.) 

Fees  for  the  issuance  or  renewal  of

••  cent,  from  eight  to  20  pounds. 

Annual  duties  on  car  licences  haw 
been  increased  by  between  25  and  50 
per  cent  depending  on  the  size  o t 
vehicles.

-  Bank  Discount  will 
unveil  in  the  next  few  days  a  new 
plan  that  will  significantly  expand

The  Jerusalem  Post  has  learned 
that  the  system  will  be  offered  at  a 
limited  number  of  branches,  at  first, 
and  if  it  proves  successful  it  will  be 
expanded.

French  supermarket 
to  feed  file  hungry 

PARIS  (Reuter).  -  Chiefs  of 
France’s  largest  supermarket  chain, 
pointing  to  a  growth  of  shoplifting 
due  to  hunger,  said  this  week  they 
planned  to  provide  free  food  for 
hungry  people  at  their  500  stores. 

Tycoon  Edouard  Lederc,  who 
runs  the  Leclerc  cut-rate  supermar¬ 
ket  chain  with  his  son  Michel- 
Edouard,  told  Le  Monde  that  any¬ 
one  who  was  hungry  should  ask  a 
hostess  for  food  at  one  of  his  stores. 

Leclerc  said  he  also  planned  to 
open  cafeterias  offering  meals  to  the 
needy  for  less  than  10  francs  (one 
dollar). 

“I  estimate  there  are.  currently 
300,000  people  without  any  re¬ 
sources  in  France,”  Lederc  said.

THE  ELEVENTH  Knesset  was  elected  in  mid-summer,  and 
nobody  really  expected  that  it  would  get  down  to  business  until 
after  Succot.  Even  in  non-election  years,  there  is  a  long  summer 
recess,  from  the  end  of  July  until  after  the  autumn  holidays. 
What  was  unanticipated,  however,  was  that  11  weeks  after  the 
elections  the  Knesset  committees  would  still  be  unorganized 
and  that  this  state  would  continue  -  so  it  now  appears  -  for  at 
least  two  more  weeks,  until  the  opening  of  the  winter  term  on 
October  22. 

The  new  Knesset  started  out  on  its  left  foot  when  it  failed  to 
elect  its  Speaker  at  its  inaugural  session  on  August  13.  This 
departure  from  precedent  was  due  to  the  decision  of  the 
Alignment,  accepted  by  the  Likud,  to  treat  the  Speakership  as 
one  of  the  plums  to  be  awarded  in  the  course  of  the  coalition 
negotiations.  But  the  result  was  to  delay  the  organization  of  the 
Knesset  and  to  portray  it  as  a  puppet  of  the  government. 

Then  came  the  protracted  discussions  in  thesteering  commit¬ 
tee,  which  began  functioning  on  August  9,  but  which  was  able 
to  reach  agreement  on  the  distribution  of  committee  assign¬ 
ments  and  chairmanships  only  on  September  24. 

True,  the  drawn-out  coalition  negotiations  undoubtedly 
stymied  the  steering  committee,  and  it  was  only  on  September 
13  that  Shimon  Peres  presented  his  government  to  the  Knesset. 
However,  once  that  happened,  the  24  members  of  the  steering 
committee  should  have  huddled  together  until  white  smoke 
emerged  from  the  chimney. 

But  then  it  turned  out  that  even  after  the  Knesset,  on 
September  24.  approved  the  lists  of  committee  assignments  and 
agreement  had  been  reached  on  all  chairmanships  except  those 
of  the  Aliya  and  Absorption  Committee,  the  Alignment 
demanded  a  recount.  It  wanted  a  revision  of  the  agreement 
whereby  the  Likud  would  get  the  Economic  Committee,  on  the 
grounds  that  the  Likud  already  had  the  Finance  Ministry,  the 
Industry  and  Trade  Ministry,  and  the  Finance  Committee 
(even  though  it  bestowed  the  latter  on  Avraham  Shapira  of 
Agudat  Yisrael).  Since  this  had  been  true  when  the  original 
agreement  was  reached,  a  more  plausible  explanation  is  that  it 
suddenly  became  important  for  Labour  to  find  a  chairmanship 
for  Eliahu  Speiser. 

And  so.  at  the  meeting  of  the  House  Committee,  on  the 
evening  of  September  24  after  the  Knesset  adjourned,  and  the 
Likud  wished  to  propose  the  chairmen  of  the  eight  of  the  10 
committees  over  which  there  was  no  dispute  (all  but  Economics 
and  Aliya),  Alignment  faction  chairman  Rafi  Edri  objected. 
Until  there  was  agreement  on  all  committees,  no  chairmen  at 
all  should  be  approved.  This  position  was  also  adopted  on  the 
Likud  side  this  week  by  Ronnie  Milo,  acting  chairman  of  the 
House  Committee.  That  is  where  the  matter  rests,  not  helped 
by  the  absence  abroad  of  Yitzhak  Shamir,  and  now  of  Shimon 
Peres  as  well. 

It  is  certainly  intolerable  for  what  is  supposed  to  be  a 
parliamentary  democracy  that  the  Knesset's  committees  be 
paralyzed  for  so  long.  The  Interior  Committee  cannot  meet  to 
discuss  the  financial  plight  of  the  municipalities,  the  Economic 
Committee  cannot  discuss  the  latest  economic  measures,  the 
Education  Committee  cannot  discuss  the  effective  discontinua¬ 
tion  of  free  education  even  on  the  elementary  school  level. 

'  When  President  Chaim  Herzog  opened  the  inaugural  session 
of  the  Eleventh  Knesset,  he  issued  a  kmibre  warning:  history 
has  known  many  democratic  regimes  that  collapsed  in  time  of 
crisis,  and  Israel  is  not  immune  to  that  danger. 

It  is  time  that  the  party  leaders  awoke  to  the  heavy 
responsibility  that  they  bear.

Egypt  has  expressed  its  hope  that 
the  rapprochement  with  Jordan  will 
pave  the  way  for  a  renewed  Amer¬ 
ican  peace  initiative.  Jordan,  on  the 
other  hand,has  been  much  more 
sceptical,  reaffirming  its  opposition 
to  Camp  David  and  expressing  its 
extreme  doubts  about  the  readiness 
either  of  the  new  Peres  government 
or  the  U.S.  Administration  to  make 
much  headway.  Hussein,  in  his  par¬ 
liamentary  address  last  week,  indi¬ 
cated  that  he  favours  a  broadening  of 
any  new  peace  initiative  to  take  in  all 
the  Arab  parties  involved,  as  well  as 
both  super-powers.

THE  NEW  government  has  a  plan 
for  economic  recovery.  Finance 
Minister  Yitzhak  Moda’i  says  so.  If 
there  had  not  been  one.

The  politicians'  are  at  fault;  they 
can’t  agree  about  its  implementa¬ 
tion.

While  arguments  rage,  the  author¬ 
ities  make  do  with  a  series  of  impro¬ 
visations.  The  Treasury  tries  this, 
then  it  tries  that;  everybody  seems  to 
be  playing  for  time.  Yet  time  is  the 
one  thing  we  have  not  got. 

The  economic. crisis  that  the  new 
administration  was  formed  to  tackle 
can  scarcely  be  described  as  new.  It 
dates  back  to  the  Yom  Kip  pur  War 
and  the  two-figure  inflation  which 
followed.  The  situation  got  worse 
under  Ehrlich,  still  worse  under  Ari- 
dor  and  worst  of  all  under  Cohen- 
OrgacL  We  have  had  three-figure 
inflation  for  four  successive  years.

UNLIKE  BRAZIL.  Bangladesh 
and  even  the  United  Kingdom, 
Israel  does  not  face  a  baffling  econo¬ 
mic  problem.

The  wage-earners  must  at  the 
same  time  accept  a  salary-reduction 
'  of  10  per  cent;  which  will  increase 
employment  in  the  export  indus¬ 
tries.  The  two  measures  together 
should  make  it  possible  to  enforce  a 
price  freeze. 

No  more  than  the  above  is 
needed:  the  economy,  flexible  and 
dynamic  as  it  is,  will  do  the  rest. 
Kessar  says  that  a  10  per  cent  wage 
cut  victimizes  the  workers;  he  pre¬ 
fers  a  10  per  cent  tax  increase. 

In  what  respect  would  the  worker 
then  be  better  off?  Presumably  be¬ 
cause  his  net  wage  would  remain 
unchanged,  the  tax  falling  on  the 
employer  who  would  have  to  in¬ 
crease  gross  wages  by  10  per  cent. 

That  solves  no  problem. Nor  is  die 
tax  more  equitable  to  the  worker 
than  a  wage-reduction.  The  latter 
victimizes  employers  as  well  because 
it  will  cause,  together  with  the 
budget  cut,  a  drop  in  demand.  Fall¬ 


ing  demand  causes  not  only  unem¬ 
ployment;  it  also  causes  bankrupt¬ 
cies. 

No  tax  can  eat  into  the  profits  of 
the  rich  like  a  business  recession 
does.  Look  at  Ata  Textiles:  Eisen- 
berg  enterprises  spent  millions  of 
dollars  is  baying  mat  company  and 
are  now  ready  to  sell  it  for  one 
shekel. 

Profits  will  drop  in  all  undertak¬ 
ings  except  those  selling  exports  (the 
policies  of  Israel's  Treasury  will  not 
generate  a  sag  in  demand  overseas). 
Expansion  of  exports  will  supply, 
after  an  agonizing  interval,  alterna¬ 
tive  employment  to  the  men  of  Ata.

overspending).  Didn't  the  members 
of  the  present  cabinet  and  the  His- 
tadrat -  or  at  least  the  Labour  minis¬ 
ters  of  the  cabinet  and  the  Labour 
leaders  of  the  Histadrut  -  put  their 
beads  together  and  work  out  what  to 
do  about  this  disparity  before  die 
new  administration  was  formed? 

Do  they  all  have  to  wait  until  the 
foreign  currency  reserves  drop  to  a 
bare  S2b.  and  only  then  start  arguing 
and  quarrelling,  as  if  the  whole  prob¬ 
lem  hid  never  come  to  their  atten¬ 
tion  before? 


THE  GOVERNMENT  knows  what 
it  should  do  in  the  country's  present 
dilemma,  but  hasn't  worked  out 
what  it  can  do;  and  that  is  amazing. 
The  need  to  cut  budgets  is  not  new. 
It  has  been  trumpeted  about  for 
years.  Couldn’t  all  the  interested 
parties  have  worked  out  an  agreed 
formula? 


The  Productivity  Institute  summa¬ 
rized  in  September  statistical  in¬ 
formation  that  had  been  available 
month  after  month:  Productivity  has 
risen  since  1975  by  a  negligible  0.8 
per  cent  a  year,  and  wages  by  a  fat 
5.3  per  cent  a  year  (on  the  average). 

The  cost  of  producing  Israeli 
goods  has  thus  shot  up  by  4.4  per 
cent  per  annum  for  eight  consecutive 
years.  That  is  the  second  most  im¬ 
portant  obstruction  to  economic  re- 


BANNING  LUXURY  imports 
takes  us  back  to  the  1950s.  In  econo¬ 
mic  terms  this  measure  does  only 
harm  (as  we  learned  the  hard  way 
then).  The  import  of  luxuries  saves 
foreign  currency  because  they  are 
highly  taxed.  If  I  buy  a  car  for 
S30.000 1  am  spending  only  $10,000 
of  foreign  exchange,  the  remaining 
$20,000  is  a  tax  accruing  to  the 
Treasury. 

If  I  am  not  allowed  to  spend  my 
money  on  a  car,  I  may  spend  it  on 
other  things  instead:  let  us  say 
$10,000  on  extra  trips  abroad  for  the 
family,  and  $20,000  on  locally- 
manufactured  household  durables. 

The  $10,000  spent  on  foreign  trips 
will  comprise  $8,500  of  foreign  cur-, 
rency.  The  $20,000  disbursed  on 
locally-made  durables  will  involve 
an  outlay  of,  say,  $6,800 on  imported 
components.  So  instead  of  expend¬ 
ing  $10,000  of  foreign  currency  on  a 
car,  I  shall  have  caused  the  expendi¬ 


ture  of  $15,300  in  other  ways  -  as  a  < 
result  of  the  import  ban. . 

It  may  not  always  turn  out  as  bad. 
Some  frustrated  car-purchasers  may  - 
keep  their  money  in  a  Patam  account 
until  the  ban  is  revoked.  The  drastic^; 
clampdown  on  “luxuries"  may  have  ' . 
political  merit,  in  that  it  creates  an 
atmosphere  of  emergency. 

Bnt  it  is  at  best  an  expedient,  api 
oiler.  The  task  remains,  first,  to  slash  f 
budgets  not  by  $900m.  as  we  are  fold 
has  already  been  achieved,  but  by 
double  that  amount;  and  second,  to 
reduce  wages  by  10  per  cent;  The 
profits  of  non-exporting  firms  win  • 
drop  by  considerably  more  than 
that,  and  the  economy  will  sail  bade  . 
to  normalcy. 

Cutting  defence,  cutting  the  social- 
services  and.  cutting  wages  are  the  A' 
hardest  thing  a  government  can  do.  . 

.  (Cutting  profits  is  easier,  but  cair 
only  be  managed  if  the  time  difficult 
things  are  done  first.)  The  outcry  wSCl  •  •• 
be  frantic,  the  current  Scenes  outside 
Vulcan  Foundries  will  be  repeated 
outside  government  departments,; 
when  civil  servants  are  jobless;  out¬ 
side  clinics,  when  sick  people  art. 
denied  benefits  that  they  have  been: 
receiving  free  of  charge;  outside, 
schools,  where  pupfls  have  to  make" 
do  with  less  teaching.  I 
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But  that  is  what  a  government  is!  - 
for,  to  take  hard  decisions.  If  the; 
cabinet  that  Peres  heads  snot  tough-' 
enough  to  do  its  job,  the  Israelii 
economy  mil  gradually  collapse  into; 
tiie  equivalent  of  a  slump  -  and, 
Israel’s  ineffective  democratic  sys-% . 
tern  will  in  all  likelihood  collapse.  “ 
with  it.

PERIODS  OF  economic  crisis 
should  be  occasions  for  fresh  think¬ 
ing.  The  right  views  crises  as  oppor¬ 
tunities  to  restore  the  economy  to 
the  golden  age  of  laissez-faire.  The 
left  exploits  crises  to  .restructure  the 
economy  in  a  socialist  direction. 

Shimon  Peres,  as  a  vice  president 
of  the  Socialist  International,  knows 
all  this.  That  International  proc¬ 
laimed  in  its  founding  declaration 
(1951),  “Socialism  seeks  to  replace 
capitalism  by  a  system  in  which  the 
public  interest  takes  precedence 
over  the  interests  of  private  profit. 
The  immediate  economic  aims  of 
socialist  policy  are  full  employment, 
higher  production,  a  rising  standard 
of  living,  social  security  and  a  fair 
distribution  of  incomes  and  proper¬ 
ty” 

As  a  socialist,  Peres  knows  this 
well.  As  prime  minister,  he  has  for¬ 
gotten  it  entirely.  The  economic 
measures  being  proposed  and  im¬ 
plemented  by  his  government  have 
nothing  in  common  with  the  socialist 
ideals  which  Peres  and  the  Labour 
Party  claim  to  represent. 


Forgotten  aims

There  are  socialist  proposals  for 
Israel’s  beleaguered  economy.  They 
differ  radically  from  those  offered  by 
die  present  government.  No  doubt 
“practical"  socialists  like  Mr.  Peres 
will  consider  these  to  be  “crazy" 
ideas. 


HERE,  THEN,  are  six  crazy  ideas  - 
socialist  ideas  -  to  restructure  the 
Israeli  economy. 

□  Freeze  prices  and  profits,  but  not 
wages.  Wages  will  not  be  frozen,  but 
will  remain  sub jeet  to  normal  collec¬ 
tive  bargaining.  The  notion  that 
wages  must  be  frozen  -  which  means 
that  poverty  and  inequality  are 
frozen  as  well  -  is  based  on  the  myth 
that  rising  wages  cause  inflation. 
They  do  not. 


□  Nationalize  companies  that  are  in 
trouble.  A  company  is  going  out  of 
business  and  hundreds  of  workers 
face  Unemployment.  Rather  than  ex¬ 
tend  welfare  benefits  to  those  work¬ 
ers,  socialists  stand  for  die  nationa¬ 
lization  of  foe  firm,  the  securing  of 
foe  jobs,  and  the  maintenance  of 
production.  In  a  recession,  the  state 
sector  should  grow. 

□  Reduce  tiie  work  week.  A  shorter 
work  week  means  more  jobs.  It  also 
means  higher  productivity.  A  five- 
day,  40-hour  Weelt1  Should  be  -a 
national  priority  fo  Jsraei. 

□  Enact  an  Israeli  ”cq- 
de termination”  law.  West  Germany 
passed  a  law  several  years  agowhich 
compelled  companies  to  place  work¬ 
ers’  representatives  on  corporate 


boards.  As  a  result,  workers  played  a 
role  in  decision-making,  and  learned 
the  truth  about  their  companies’  fi¬ 
nances.  Especially  now.  an  Israeli 
version  of  “co-determination"  is  im¬ 
perative. 

□  Create  public  sector  jobs  for  the 
unemployed.  If  unemployment 
grows — and  it  will  -  the  government 
must  create  thousands  of  public  sec¬ 
tor  jobs  for  foe  unemployed. 

One  obvious  job  to  be  done  is  the 
.  improvement  of  tiie  road  system, 
creating  as  a  side  effect  a  reduction 
in  traffic  accidents.  (Another  side 
effect  will  be  that  Jewish  workers 
will  actually  be  involved  in  construc¬ 
tion  and  manual  labour  again.) 

□  Develop  communal  alternatives 
for  foe  unemployed.  Australian 


Prime  Minister  Bob  Hawke  has  uriti-^ 
ated  an  experimental  programme  of' 
“kibbutzim"  for  his  country's  unem-’ 
ployed.  In  our  own  history,  we  know  • 
that  the  Gedud  Ha'evoda  in  the1* 
1920s  mobilized  masses  of  onem-’ 
ployed  workers  and  turned  many  of; 
them  into  founding  kibbutzniks.  - 
Now  is  the  time  for  rapid  growth  of; 
rural  and  urban  communal  and* 
cooperative  experiments. 

Crazy  ideas?  “Socialism,"  proc-^ 
Latins  die  founding  declaration  of  foe_ 
Socialist  International,  “fights  to’ 
liberate  men  and  women  from  the* 
fears  and  anxieties  from  which  all; 
forms  of  political  and  economic  in¬ 
security  are  inescapable.  It  aims  to 
pat  economic  power  in  foe  hands  of 
the  people...to  create  a  community- 
in  which  free  men  work  together  as  - 
equals.” 
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Thafce  were  once  you r  aims,  Mr. 
Peres.

DISTURBING 

BEHAVIOUR 

To  the  Editor  of  The  Jerusalem  Post 

Sr,  - 1  found  the  discussion  in  the 
Israeli  press  on  the  poor  perform¬ 
ance  of  Israel's  Olympic  athletes  to 
be  understandable,  yet  strangely 
puzzling. 

However,  it  is  as  a  Jew  that  I  find 
Israel  has  much  to  be  disturbed  ab¬ 
out  when  consdering  the  team's  per¬ 
formance.  I  do  not  refer  to  the 
efforts  of  these  men  and  women  on 
foe  field  of  athletic  battle.  Rather,  I 
have  in  mind  their  behaviour  in  the 
dining  room  where  they  spumed  all 
efforts  on  the  part  of  foe  Los 
Angeles  Olympic  Committee  to  pro¬ 
vide  Israel's  team  with  kosher  food, 
in  the  very  same  way  that  the  com¬ 
mittee  attended  to  the  ethnic/ 
cultural  preferences  of  all  other 
groups  in  the  matter  of  meals. 

I  do  not  naively  assume  that  all 
members  of  the  Israeli  team  observe 
kashrut;  however,  it  seems  to  me 
that  there  ought  to  be  a  team  attitude 
or  relationship  to  this  subject  which 
should  transcend  foe  particular  view 
of  foe  non-observant  team  mem¬ 
bers,  coaches  and  peripheral  hel¬ 
pers. 

It  is  obvious  that  all  efforts  of  the 
Ministry  of  Education  to  inculcate 
Jewish  consciousness  failed  in  foe 
past.  That  programme  should  be 
renewed  with  the  frill  support  of  foe 
entire  community.  It  must  become  a 
national  priority,  with  no  less  pnergy 
behind  it  than  foe  investment  in  the 
sports  programme  itself. 

The  team’s  egocentric  attitude 
may  account  for  its  lack  of  athletic 
distinction.  And  also,  in  part,  for 
Israel’s  poor  reputation  in  the  work 
place,  foe  lack  of  economic  resolve, 
the  annoying  absence  of  civility  and 
conventional  amenities  among  the 
civil  servants,  and  a  less  than  accept¬ 
able  display  of  manners.

A  CHRISTIAN  VIEW  ON  “APOCALYPSE,  NO!” 


VICTIMS  OF  MISREPRESENTATION 


To  the  Editor  of  The  Jerusalem  Post 

Sir,  -  Professor  Arthur  Mendel’s 
article.  “Apocalypse,  no!”  (Septem¬ 
ber  25)  which  encourages  modera¬ 
tion  and  tolerance  in  a  land  which 
has  seen  little  of  either  over  the  past 
several  years,  is  most  welcome.  Yet 
-he  uses  generalizations  in  a  way 
which  is  not  helpful  but  indicates 
that,  as  regards  Christianity,  his 
understanding  is  at  best  limited. 

Professor  Mendel  lists  the  rise  of 
Christianity  as  foe  first  among  sever¬ 
al  tragic  stages  of  messianic  Judaism. 
While  relations  between  Christians 
and  Jews  have  not  always  been  good 
and  have  often  resulted  in  suffering 
for  Jews,  his  statement  implies  that 
foe  totality  of  2,000  years  of  Christ¬ 
ianity  has  been  nothing  less  than  a 
disaster,  and  only  that.  Christian 
history  is  as  complex  a  mixture  of 
good  and  evil  as  Jewish  history  -  and 
generalizations  such  as  Mendel's, 
which  lead  to  an  emphasis  on  Tor- 
quemada  and  present-day  Christian 
fanatics  to  the  exclusion  of  the 
Albert  Schweitzers  and  Mother 
Teresas,  serve  to  perpetuate  bias 
and  misunderstanding. 

To  see  foe  Gospels  as  only  another 
sort  of  apocrypha  and  pseud- 
epigrapba  is  to  neglect  the  Gospel 
motif  as  a  genre  separate  to  itself. 

'  And  to  read  only  apocalypticism  out 
of  the  Gospels  is  to  indicate  either 
that  one  has  not  read  the  Gospels 
thoroughly,  or  that  one  reads  them 
with  a  blind  partiality  which  isolates 
certain  passages  in  order  to  prove  a 
prejudiced  proposition.  Conversely, 
one  might  isolate  certain  passages  in 
tiie  Hebrew  Bible  to  show  that  the 
“Jewish  God”  is  a  bloodthirsty  con¬ 


queror.  Bnt  to  do  so  is  to  neglect,  to 
one's  peril,  an  organic  interpretation 
of  foe  material. 

Mendel’s  implied  insistence  on, foe 
Hellenism/Judaism  dichotomy  is 
another  tempting  oversimplifica¬ 
tion,  much  beloved  of  many  scholars 
who  cannot  (or  perhaps  will  not) 
admit  that  any  given  society  (even 
that  of  First  Century  C.E.  Palestine) 
is  a  bundle  of  complexities  and  puz¬ 
zling  admixtures. 

The  assertion  that  “the  Crush 
Fmimim  and  others  who  share  their 
fantasies,  embody  an  essentially 
Christian  movement  in  Israel," 
seeks  to  avoid  Jewish  responsibility 
for  Jewish  fanaticism.  Professor 
Mendel  will  not  eradicate,  blood¬ 
thirstiness  here  by  blaming  k  on 
Christians.  He  seems  to-  appeal  to 
what  he  feels  is  a  subliminal  anti- 
Christian  feeling  on  the  part  of  many 
Jews.  If  he  can  show  that  the  fanatics 
have  been  influenced,  primarily  by 
Christianity,  then  not  only  will  be 
avoid  Jewish  responsibility  for  these 
haters,  he  will  have  succeeded  in 
placing  them  in  a  Christian  camp 
which  is  neither  liked  nor  trusted  by 
many  Jews  in  foe  first  place.

Christians  and  Jews  alike  through 
the  centuries  have  been  the  reci¬ 


pients  of  unworthy  blame,  particu¬ 
larly  when  either  happened  to  be  in 
foe  minority  (as  Christians  are  in 
present-day  Israel).  No  group  is 
cored  of  its  potential  death -dealers 
by  fobbing  responsibility  for  them 
off  on  another  group.  It  may,  howev¬ 
er,  encourage  more  unwanted  bigot¬ 
ry  in  foe  process.

Sir,  -  We  are'  volunteers  currently 
participating  in  'the  July  1984  sea¬ 
sons  erf  the  Jewish  Agency’s  Sherot 
La’Am  long-term  programmes.  As 
teachers,  nurses,  social  workers  and 
other  professionals  from  foe  U.S., 
we  will  be  donating  onr  services  fora* 
period  of  one  year  to  development 
towns  and  other  needy  areas 
throughout  Israel.  In  return,  we 
were  told  that  we  would  receive 
housing  and  a  constant  $90  monthly 
stipend  to  cover  basic  foods  ex¬ 
penses.  However,  due  to  Israel's 
spiralling  inflation  rate,  foe  stipend 
has  been  reduced  to  $45  per  month 
since  onr  arrival  12  weeks  ago  -  and 
in  all  likelihood  will  continue  to 
dimmish.  At  an  average  of  $1.45  pei^ 
day,  it  can  in  no  way  cover  onr  basic 
food  expenses. 

Having  come  to  Israel  with  high 
ideals  and  a  desire  to  help  foe  coun¬ 
try,  we  find  it  most  distressing  that 
many  of  us,  who  based  our  financial 
plans  upon  foe  more  realistic  higher 
figure,  have  found  it  necessary  to 
seek  paid  positions  in  foe  large  cities 
(thus  defeating  ,  the  purpose  of  a 
volunteer  programme),  and  others 
may  be  forced  to  leave  Israel  entire¬ 
ly. 


We  have  already  taken  several 
steps  in  onr  attempt  to  rectify  foe 
situation.  During  one  30-minute, 
meeting,  foe  Director  of  foe  Youth 
and  Hehalutz  Department  of  foe 
Jewish  Agency,  Avraham  Katz, 
sidestepped  the  issue  of  restoring  the 
stipend  cheques  to  their  previously 
stated  level.  We  have  repeatedly 
encountered  such  evasion  through^ 
out  our  rigaHngg  with  the  Jewish 
Agency  and  its  representatives.  As 
of  this  writing,  there  has  been  no 
word  on  what  action,  if  any,  has  been 
taken.  All  we  have  been  told  is  that 1 
foe  Jewish  Agency  knew  that,  if  we 
had  been  informed  of  the  actual 
figure  of  foe  monthly  stipend,  most 
of  us  would  not  have  participated  in 
this  programme. 

We  feel  that  we  are  the  victims  of 
misrepresentation  and  that  the 
stipends  should  be  restored  to  and 
maintained  at  their  promised  levels. 
Otherwise,  foe  future  success  of 
Sherot  La’Am  and  other  such  volun¬ 
teer  programmes  will  be  at  risk.
